Bob, W6VGQ, 
was the operator on the Queen Mary 
when he worked Dick on May 16, 
1983.The QSO was on two meters 
When Dick was in the Los Angles 
area. The Queen Mary is pemanently 
docked in Long Beach, Caifornia 
This QSL was issued for contacting 
the station — which was 
commemorating the opening of the 
Exhibition of the Howard Hughes 
Spruce Goose in May, 1983 

‘Amateur Radio operation aboard the 
RMS Queen Mary was requested by 
the Associated Radio Amateurs of 
Long Beach and the City of Long 
Beach. GBSOM was the only amateur 
radio station ever licensed for 
operation aboard the Queen Mary. 
This was for the last voyage It was 
the first time Americans were 
licensed to operate aboard @ British 
Ship. W6RO, the clib station, was 
operated aboard the ship on 
February 21, 1971 as the ship was 
moved fram dockside to her present 
location at Pier J. Operation of the 
Teconstructed wireless room by the 
ARA of Long Beach wes officially 
started on April 22, 1979.
